Brainerd has a Concrete water tower which sticks out like a 
beacon light on a foreign shore, higher than the one in Rochester, 
built years ahead of the Rochester one, cost about the same, holds 
more and got more comment in engineering and cement journals 
than Rochester, tagging after Brainerd and Pipestone in the mat­ 
ter of concrete towers, can ever hope to gain. Rochester is known 
the world over as a great hospital town. Nobody wants to steal 
that glory from Rochester, but we advise that town when they 
herald claims to the world of having the greatest concrete tower 
that they arc treading on debatable ground. 
We now nresent the deadly parallel; 
Brainerd’s concrete water tower was built in 1919, Rochester 
tower was built and completed late in 1924. 
Brainerd’s tower cost $29,899.34, Rochester's $30,000. 
Brainerd’s tower stands 141 feet and I inch in the air, tank 
lias a capacity of 300,000 gallons of water, base on which tank 
rests is OO feet high, and the tank is 51 feet and I inch high. Don’t 
forget the one inch. 
Rochester’s tower stands 128 feet in the air, tank has a capac­ 
ity of 200,000 gallons of water, base on which tank rests is 87 feet 
high and the tank is 30 feet high. 
"Near the top of the tower that forms a base for the tank is 
an observation platform reached by a circular steel staircase, 
winding up around the inside of the base. 
Sightseers can climb 
to the platform and gale out of wide openings qn a view that in­ 
cludes the entire city and the countryside for many miles around,” 
says the Rochester report. You can do the same and more on ihc 
Brainerd tower. 
For instance, when the Bike celebrated the 
Fourth of July some years ago, Gene White assembled the fire­ 
works on the top excrudescence of the tower over 141 feet and I 
inch from the surface and shot off Roman candles, sky rockets, 
pin wheels, etc. 
In order to prevent one section of his fireworks 
from setting off the rest and probably shooting himself off the 
tower into the* surrounding atmosphere, White kept his pyrotech­ 
nics encased in tarpaulin covered baskets. White, in the war, Was 
on a vessel shot up by German submarines and floated along most 
of the French coast i>efore being picked up out of the belo" -zero 
water, but his experience on Brainerd’s water tower shooting of! 
peace time fireworks, excelled anything he ever encountered in 
Near, he said. 
We, however, don’t claim everything in this neck of the 
woods. 
We will admit Rochester may lie ahead of us in having 
a “marine type* of beacon light that will in* visible 30 miles.” \\ e 
have no so-called beacon light, but we have a cluster of street ares 
set like posies in a flower lied and fringing the top of our concrete 
bowl or tank. When they are lit up, they do illuminate the land­ 
scape considerably and cast a hazy glow over that particular s e c ­ 
tion of Brainerd. 
Our water tower will be decorated, you bet, when the Elks 
state convention comes to Brainerd in 1925 and the tower will be 
so lit up that every Elk may see it and lie able to steer for home 
at night. It is proposed to carry the slogan, "Hello Bill.” plus tie 
purple of Elkdom. We hope the Rochester people come to Brain­ 
erd, if tor no other reason than to take a look at our water tower, 
taste the water and compare engineering work and dimensions. 
The mayor of Rochester has l>een sent the annual report of 
the Brainerd Water & Light Board, recently printed by Brainerd 
Dispatch presses, which carries illustrations of the tower, dimen­ 
sions, etc., so that he, undoubtedly, must be aware of what kind et 
a concrete tower Brainerd possesses. 
And furthermore, Brainerd’s water and light report has been 
sent to the mayor of every city in the state of Minnesota, so that 
the Rochester claims to originality, size, dimensions, capacity, 
etc., will only fall on deaf ears. 
So put that in your pipe and 
amoke it!

We now present the deadly parallel:

says the Rochester report. 
You can do the same and more on the 
Brainerd tower. 
For instance, when the Elks celebrated the 
Fourth of July some years ago, Gene White assembled the fire­ 
works on the top excrudescence of the tower over 141 feet and I 
inch from the surface and shot off Roman candles, sky rockets, 
pin wheels, etc. 
In order to prevent one section of his fireworks 
from setting off the rest and probably shooting himself off the 
tower into the surrounding atmosphere, White kept his pyrotech­ 
nics encased in tarpaulin covered baskets. White, in the war, was 
on a vessel shot up by German submarines and floated along most 
of the French coast before being picked up out of the below-zero 
water, but his experience on Brainerd’s w ater tower shooting off 
peace time fireworks, excelled anything he ever encountered in 
war, he said. 
We, however, don’t claim everything in this neck of the 
woods. 
We will adm it Rochester may be ahead of us in having 
a “marine type of beacon light that will be visible 30 miles.” 
We 
have no so-called beacon light, but we have a cluster of street arcs 
set like posies in a flower bed and fringing the top of our concrete 
bowl or tank. 
When they are lit up, they do illuminate the land­ 
scape considerably and cast a hazy glow over that particular sec­ 
tion of Brainerd. 
Our water tower will be decorated, you bet, when the Elks 
state convention comes to Brainerd in 1925 and the tower will be 
so lit up that every Elk may see it and be able to steer for home 
at night. It is proposed to carry the slogan, “ Hello Bill,” plus the 
purple of Elkdom. 
We hope the Rochester people come to B rain­ 
erd, if for no other reason than to take a look at our water tower, 
taste the water and compare engineering work and dimensions. 
The mayor of Rochester has been sent the annual report of 
the Brainerd W ater & Light Board, recently printed by Brainerd 
Dispatch presses, which carries illustrations of the tower, dim en­ 
sions, etc., so that he, undoubtedly, must be aw are of what kind of 
,a concrete tower Brainerd possesses. 
And furtherm ore, Brainerd’s w ater and light report has been 
sent to the mayor of every city in the state of Minnesota, so that 
the Rochester claims to originality, size, dimensions, capacity, 
etc., will only fall on deaf ears. 
So put that in your pipe and 
smoke it!

could he conceived. 
It perhaps is a fact that greater numbers of youngsters and older a t h ­ 
letes are engaged in playing baseball if it were possible to get accurate fig­ 
ures on the numbers of youngsters who engage in the two sports some sui- 
prising facts might he obtained about the popularity of football. 
Baseball 
always will have an advantage in that it holds forth over a longer and more 
comfortable season of the year. 
Kids who play baseball till summer might 
play football all fall in the same numbers if they didn’t have to spend the 
major portion of the day in school. 
Football would have the advantage in 
that its equipment does not cost so much, the loss of equipment would not 
be so heavy and the smaller playing field for football would make it more 
handy for the youngsters.
